The immediate prospsoi'bf a fresh 
•xptDdiian of eight or ten thousand 

jIfiiHuig. -,teregrapfiio commmuoatiou

■uggesta a revival of a disousaion by 
no means new in these columns, — that 
of seeking telegraphic connection via 
Manaimo and Burrard Inlet, instead of 
by the present expensive and extreme 
ly xinsatisf actory route. There is yet 
another circumstance which gives ad- 
ditional force and interest to the sub- 
ject at the present time. We allude 
to the projected transcontinental tele 
graph line entirely within the territorj' 
of the Dominion, — a project which 
would of itself necessitate the selection 
of some other route than that now 
use to connect "Vancouver Island with 
the continent.

The Decline of England. 

y A Natt ot Alsrai. 

In a significant' editorial article in 
the London "Daily News" recently tho 
writer said: 

"A 'first-warning' of great signifi- 
cance is given to all Euglishmea n 
the figures of our trade returns for 
May. Masters and workmen may be 
more directly concerned, but there is 
no person resident in these islands 
deriving his income from a national 
source who will not find it his business 
to look, tbo fiicts in the 
face and to take note of the new' char- 
acteristics. The tide of prosperity — 
of increasing trade, of augmented pro- 
fits — that has flowed so steadily for 
years, and that of lato rolled in upon 
us with vast volume and accelerated 
speedji^tas at»»leiig|h-jb(%unat6 ^bb 
We have received" our first check 
There have been former occasions, no 
doubt, when financial panic or mone 
tary derangements have thrown ub 
suddenly back; but without any such 
startling or obvious cause tho trade of 
the IJiut^d Kingdom. now[ i?xhibi|a a 
serious decline. In the first five months 
of 1873 we exported produce to tho 
extent of one hundred and six millions 
while in tho coiTospouding period of 
1874 our exports amounted only to 
ninety-eight millions. Nor is the de 
cline for twelve months only. W 
have fallen one million below the to 
tal for tho same months of 1872. Bear- 
ing in mind tho constant tendoncj- of 
our trade for many years to increase — 
sometimes 'by leaps and bounds' — wo 
should consider that standing still for 
two years was in itself something si 
nificant and 'un-English.' We have 
not, however, experienced a moder- 
ate misfortune of that kind ; wo are 
actually going back. With an in 
creased population we have a diminish 
ed trade. '' ' 

"The details of the decrease do not 
supply any consolation. Our exj^orts 
of cotton manufactures have fallen oil' 
in value, since 1873, from twenty-sLs 
to twenty-four millions, our coal from 
five milUons to four, our hardware 
from two-xnillions: to a million and 
three-quarters, our iron and steel 
manufactures from fifteen millions to 
twelve, and our woolen and worsted 
articles from eleven millions to nine. 
These statistics entirely relate to tho 
first fiye months of, each year. Wo 
have named the larger items, but the 
decrease is general, and extends to 
nearly every section of the export trade 
,in our own productions. The world 
appears to want less of almost every- 
thing we make. We still continue to 
sell larij^lyj and , e^ea -in augmented 
propbrbons, some articles of raw -ma- 
terial produced by ourselves or brought 
by us from abroad and re-exported. 
Thus the exports of raw cotton, of 
railroad iron, of unwrought leather, of 
unwrought tin, have all slightly in- 
creased — while as a natural ' corollary 
there has been during the two years a 
slight though distinct, advance in the 
export of engines and millwork. When 
foreign countries buy from us less 
manufactured goods, excepting mach- 
inery for factories of their own, and 
more raw material, the inference is 
plain. He who runs may read; we are 
losing some of our most valuable cus- 
tomers. In the Critic, one dramatic 
author whispers into another's ear the 
.JiQrrible information that the manager 
'writes himself!' and our manufactur- 
ers may contemplate with equal dis- 
may tidings that some of the nations 
which brought most largely from us 
in the past, helping us to pay tho high 
wages of our workingmen, are now be- 
,ginning to make their cnvn goods."

The London "Standard** soema in a 
fair way of attaining unoiiviablo notor- 
iety as an authority on Canadian af- 
fairs under the tuition of the dismissed 
Immigration Agont. It has had, a se 
coiid article quito equal to the first in 
so far as st(.i]>idity is concerned, yot in 
which there is a pidpablo backiu 
down in ku far as the main charge c 
giiirist the Mackonzio Administration 
is concerned. This second article, liko 
tho first, has been taken ujj by "Tho 
Hour," also a Conservative journal 
and more intimately indoutified witl 
tho Government and the party gener- 
ally than the "Standard" can now 
claim to be. Tho article in "Tho 
Hour" is highly important as showing 
that the jiolicy of Canada ia tho policy 
of Great Britain, and we need offer no 
excuse for reproducing it in exlonso :- 
'Nothing could bo more cordial and 
friendly than the relations between 
Her Majesty's Government and the 
Govorament of the Dominion" wore 
tho deoislvo words in which the Pre- 
mier Minister di.sposed on Monday af- 
ternoon of a somewhat wild charge 
against the present Canadian Mini.stry. 
And thought the member for Dundee 
went out of his way in "calling atten- 
tion to an article in a newspaper-which 
ho seemed to havo a dim ami foolish i- 
tlea that tho Hume Government was 
somehow concerned with — he cannot 
regret a Parliamentary blunder which 
gave occasion to so satisfactory an as- 
Buranee. If the policy avowed and 
deliberately carried out by the Mac- 
kenzie Ministry proves it guilty of dis- 
loyalty to the Empire, then Her Ma- 
jesty's Blinisters at home must bo in- 
cluded in the same ^ condemnation. 
There is little difference, from a moral 
point of view, between tho culpability 
of those who, having the interests and 
honour of tho Empire under their caro 
(;oudono disloyalty, and those who are 
actually guilty of the disloyalty. The 
former must be the position, of tho Ad- 
ministration of Mr. Disraeli, if, with 
eyes open to tho obvious flaws and 
faults of the Canadian Govommont it 
novorlheloss maintains with it "rela- 
tions" of "the most cordial and friend- 
ly character."' Either, therefore, the 
area of the alleged criminality must bo 
extended so as to include both Gov- 
ernments or tho original charge against 
the Colonial Governmoiit niust be 
drop]5od. Nobody will suppose the 
NfiiiisterH of tlio Ci'O'^vu are either ig- 
norant of what is being dona in Cana- 
da, or blind to the nature and issues 
of the policy which is there pursued. 
Wo are assured that the charges 
brought against !Mr. iNIackeu^io and 
his colleagues have no other 'grounds' 
for them than the acts and words of 
tho Canadian Ministers. That evi- 
dence and those acts and words are of 
course known to tho members of tho 
Homo Government; yot the "cordial 
and friendly rtilatious" continue. Un- 
less, then, the accusers of tho Canad- 
ian Ministry are prepared to find the 
(Tovornnient of Mr. Disraeli — and more 
particularly the Earl of Carnarvon, as 
tho Colonial Secretary— guilty of ei[ual 
disloyalty with the Colonial Govern- 
luont, or at tlio very least so woofully 
stupid and shortsighted as to have 
been duped in a case so clear that a 
<!ontempoiary was able to discover the 
treason from the evidence accessible to 
the general publio.they ought to make 
tho "amend honourable" and confess 
themselves mistaken. 

Siu'li is tiio obvious light ia which 
the matter must appear to tho impar- 
tial British public, who will bo satis- 
tied that the honour of the Dominion 
Government is unstained so long as it 
remain unsuspected by tho present 
a Ivisors of Her Majesty. It would bo 
too much, however, to expect of a 
journal which bad been hutniyed into 
urging such prejiosterous accusations, 
that it should quickly eat the leek and 
udcnowlcdgo and stone for its grievous 
(irror. A ilisplay of doubtful sophis- 
try, an attomi)t to explain away the 
point and virulouco of tho original ac- 
cuKatioii, and an ell'ort to mislead the 
])uljlic by GOiifi)!iiiig tho issues in the 
case, were more likely to be witness- 
ed; and these havo been forthcoming. 
What was originally reprcHontod as n 
ileliborato purjiose, ennsciou.sly ciiter- 
tainod, to encourage the so[iaratiou of 
Canada fiom the British Empire in or- 
der to olVecl its anue.s.atiou to tho Uni- 
ted States, has been toned down to 
the adoption of a policy, possibly from 
mislaken motives, tiu! results (/. which 
are, in oiu' contemporary's judgiiiciit, 
likely to bo injurious to the inlcrosts 
of the I'hiipiro. i'raetii'ally tho charge 
does not imply anytiiing boyoyd the 
assumption that the Mackenzie Ad- 
ministration has prepai'od and is put- 
ting in praiitice a policy which is in- 
foiisistoiil willi its pi'evious ])rofess- 
ioiis, and caltMilated to jirovo injuriout; 
to tlie ('aiis(^ of Imperial unity. It: 
will not ijo dilliciilt to show that even 
this amount of disloyalty cannot be 
jiroved against the Governmont of 
t'aiiitilii. from tho "ovidouco before the 
jmbliti" and tlio "acts and wonls of 
Canadian ]\Iin inters." Jhil, what we, 
must Ih'st of all insiHl, upon is tliah this 
is Homotliing altogothor difiorout from 
tho original accusation. The "con- 
viction" was avowed as one "hard to 
resist" tliat "the prcsfiut Canadian 
Qliaistrv liavo conceived llin idiia of 
separating from the Empire, and of 
^ttiiiJlling tho Dominion to tho United 
Stntos." Tins was said to bo their 
"dcwign," and it was alleged that no 
other conclusion was poHsiblo from 
the facts than that they cherisliod such 
a purpose. Tlicro would lia\-o been 
no doubt, had this been ho, of tho 
disloyalty; of tho Canadian Ministry.

stant duty of the Home Governmont— 
which could not fail to bo cognizant 
of the design that "lixed a period to 
tho 3i;mpire.^o£ Q::^;eali i^wj^in in North 
America"— to" deal" Veriiiusly with the 
facts of the .case. Ent tho original 
accusation has shrunk to very mucli 
smaller dimensions. According to tho 
latest version, there need b9 no con- 
scious disloyalty attributed to Cana- 
dian Ministers, Tho ovidenco ia now 
alleged to "prove quito distinctly" 
"that tho Mackenzio Govommont, 
whether of doliborato purpose or not, 
is not loyal to the interests of the Em- 
pire. " The -whole sting of the accusa- 
tion i^ extracted by tho phrase wo it- 
alicise. All the Ministers of Canada 
are now charged with is the adoption 
of a policy which a contemporary does 
not api>rovo of — which is not necess- 
arily a crime doserriug instant exo- 
outioii. Our contemporary has come 
to tho Vionoliision thiat the pohcy will 
injure tho Empire, hut it no longer 
ventures to aver that tho Mackenzie 
Ministry havo come to the same con- 
clusion, far less that thoy havo of sot 
purpose adojitod it in order that it 
might inflict the injury anticipated. 

A. ' more impotent issue' "could not 
havo been reached, or one more direct- 
ly Jat variance with tho bold and scath- 
ing terms originally employed. Wo 
cannot, however, admit even so much 
validity to tho accusation as would be 
still left if this conclusion -weze al- 
lowed bo pass in its latest form. Tho 
evidence adduced to prove tho modi- 
fied lack of loyalty of Mr. Mackenzie 
and his colleagues is threefold. Tho 
Minifttxy.is said to havo abandoned 
tho Pacific Railway scherae; to havo 
levotod mono}' instead for tliat pro- 
ject to constructing Canadian canals, 
and to supporting a Reciprocity Treaty 
with the Uuitod Stato.s more favourable 
to that country than to Groat Britain I 
As to the first of the thxe$ allegations, 
it is simply not true. Wheii and 
where has Mr. Mackenzio "openly de- 
clared that tho Pacific Railway scheme 
is imj^racticable." Sir John Macdon- 
ald's scheme has certainh' been so con- 
demned, not by Mr. Mnckenzio and 
his colleagues alone, buti'by the vrhole 
people of Canada; but a new scheme 
has been prepared, and is being for- 
warded with all tho promptitude pos- 
sible, and tho railways refeiTed to by 
our contemjiorar)' as now being con- 
structed form part of that scherao. 
Neither the Canadian Parliament nor 
the Canadian people have suspicion of 
tho perfect good faith of the Govern- 
ment in promoting tho groat project 
in question. The accngiition of spend- 
ing ou canals the money obtained for 
another purpose is disposed of by the 
words of the Imperial Aot, in which 
tho money is distinctly stated to be 
inter alia "for tho improvement and 
enlargement of tho Canadian canals." 
What does it matter in view of these 
plain words our oonteinporftrj' thougl^t 
"it was (^Iways itiidorHtood" the money 
was meant for something else? Last- 
ly, in regard to the Reciprocity Treaty, 
it will be early enough to condemn its 
authors when jt Las bcon accepted. 
It is yet an inohoato work, and if when 
completed tho only fimlt it oiTera is 
that it is a treaty of "reciprocity be- 
twooQ the CanadianrDomiaion and the 
United States," as it professes to be, 
its authors need not concern themsel- 
ves with their accusers. Stripped of 
verbiage and absurdities, tho whole 
acc.'tuntiou of anti-Imperial designs 
and disloyi^l ntachint^tioa is reduced 
to this: that the Mackeqzie Gove:i;n- 
ment has done some things, and com- 
mitted itaolf to some others, of which 
tho relentless critics of tho author of 
"Gini's Baby" do not approve. 

Dominion Board of Trade. 

This body appears to lie growing in 
importance, It met at St. John, N.B., 
on tho Kith of July. Moat of the Pio- 
viuces were represented. W. H. How- 
land, President, after the meeting had 
beou duly constituted, expressed his 
gratification a seeiug so muny dole- 
gates present, particularly in view of 
the doubts which \vero entertained in 
reference to the attendauoe whon it 
W.18 decided to hold this summer bos- 
sion. The result might encourage 
them in future to make other trips 
evGii ao far as British Columlua. Ho 
highly ooin])limentQd the inembors of 
the St. John Board on tbo courtesy 
which they had exiiibitod to memberH 
from a distance, and ou their desire to 
draw closer the ties of confederation, 
which he believed had been their chief 
object in inviting tho Board to meet in 
this city. He pointed out, that the 
Dominion Boanl had proved even 
more useful than had been anticipated, 
and stated that both the late and pro- 
sent Governments had o.^Lprossed their 
obligations to it for suggestions on 
oominerciftl subjects. The Esocutive 
Council intended moving that ex-Vice 
Presidents should in future be full 
membcro of tho Board, that it was de- 
sirablo to havo a De[jartiuout of Com 
merce in the Dominion Government; 
aod in reference to Tribunals of Gom- 
merco, an invitation had been received 
from tho Asnooiate Chambers of Com- 
merce in England to send delcgaiefi to 
their body, and also a pron.iiHO that 
thoy would send delegates to this 
Board. This, he thought, wan a mat- 
ter of gfeat importance, as it would 
enable them to understand each other 
better. Thoy might instruct their del- 
egates to Bound tho English Conven- 
tion in refevenco to tbo Ohtublishiaeut 
of a Civiiadian Lloyds. With rofcrciice 
to reciprocity, ho remarked that pcQ-' 
plo generally had not made up tlieir 
minds on tho Hubjoct, and were look- 
ing with nnxioty to tho discussion of 
tho matter by this Board. Ho pressed 
upon tho luomboris tho necessity in 
this matter of treating it ou national 
grounds, free, Iwm m}i^/^^f^e\mgn 
And poiated out thftt'itiiraa '■iai"€ax(t^ (o- 



imagine that the enlargoment of the 
canals was the price paid for tho Trea- 
ty, in as much as tho enlargement of 
wie,Sfc..Lawr|noe.and Wolland canals 
nadbbOH'dgireed to by the Delegates 
before the nconstruction of the Baio 
Verte Canal had been ordered by Par- 
liament, and must eventually be car- 
ried out. Ho considered that if tho 
United States had power to amettd the 
Treaty instead of aooeptiiig or reject- 
ing it 'in toto,' Canada should have 
similar power. He also thought that 
tho provision with reference to the rate 
at whicli fhe duties were to bo reduc 
od, should be amended, seeing that 
the duties imposed by the States were 
so much higherthjwijthose imposed b 
Canada. Ho contended that ther 
was no reason why tho arbitration on 
the fisheries should be postponed un- 
til the treaty question was decided, 
and thought the Board ought to speak 
strongly on that point. He reminded 
them that this Board hadr again and 
again declared in favoi: of Reciprocity, 
and that thus tho only matter to come 
before them was any addition to or al- 
teration of tho old treaty. 

After passing a resolution urging 
tho vigorou'4 prosecution of the Baio 
Verte Canal, and_ another 'concerning 
tho bankruptcy, laws, ■ • .
